» COREA. AND THE COREANS, 

Report of Gon. L. H. Poote; Corean Min- 
ister, to the State Department. © 

Tlis Majesty, King Li Fin, tho reigning 
sovereign, isthe twenty-oighth saceessor of 
the present lino, and the year 1888is the forte 
hundred and nincty-second. of this dynasty. 
At diderent tines the country has been 
overran by China nnd Japan, and has paid 
tribute to onch. Tho cuuntry is stil) paying 
tribnte to China, but the sum. has been 
greatly modified, Exch. yeur an. cmbassy 
govs to Pekin with certain gifti, aud brings 
back tho Chinese eslundar. To receive this 
enlondaur is an evidence of dependency; and 
if itis not used it is regarded as an act of 
treason, It-is necessary to report to the 
Chinesd “empervr the accession of a new 
king to tho throne, andto obtain his rand- 


Corea to-China aie tronted as Chinese sub- 
jects.
